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THE  SPECIAL  MAY  FIELD  TRIP 

field  tnp’  ,ed  by  Dr'  Eric  Reynolds,  was  taken  on  Sunday,  Mav  2, 
1248  by  about  5 5 members  and  guests.  The  route  was  up  the  Silverado  Trail, 
past  Conn  Lake,  through  Pope  Valley  to  Lombardi’s  on  Putah  Creek.  It  was 
a lovely  sunny  day,  crisp  in  the  early  morning,  with  snow  still  visible  on  Mt. 

77e„a-  Just  outside  Napa  at  the  beginning  of  the  Silverado  Trail,  at  the 
i ldge  stop,  many  species  of  birds  were  seen,  including  an  excellent  view  of 
a singing  Chat.  Further  on,  two  White-tailed  Kites  were  observed.  Along  the 
creek,  Western  Flycatchers  were  seen  carrying  nesting  material  to  a chink  in 
the  locky  bank  above  the  stream.  Flere,  too,  Chipping  Sparrows  were  gather- 
ing straw  and  carrying  it  to  a cypress  tree  close  by.  "Coots  and  a Pied-billed 
Grebe  were  noted  on  the  lake.  The  fields  of  wild  flowers  were  beautiful.  Twenty- 
seven  species  were  recorded. 

On  the  way  home,  a number  of  members  had  the  pleasure  of  visiting  the 
Hardin  Ranch  in  Pope  Valley.

May  Field  Trip 


On  Sunday,  May  16  the  trip  to  St.  Mary’s  College  was  taken.  The  forenoon 
was  cloudy  but  in  the  afternoon  the  sun  shone  brightly.  A good  number  of 
Black-headed  Grosbeaks  were  seen  and  heard.  Their  melodious  song  seemed  to 
predominate  through  the  wooded  areas  traveled  by  the  group.  Several  Western 
Tangers  put  on  a fine  display  as  they  dashed  from  tree  to  tree.  The  "Horns” 
on  the  Horned  Larks  were  the  targets  for  many  glasses  as  they  were  studied 
while  perched  on  some  haystacks  along  the  roadside. 

Kenneth  Schulz,  Life  Scout  Troop  10,  spotted  the  Tolnaie  Warbler,  which 
was  the  200th  on  his  individual  list. 


Nesting  activities  were  observed  carried  on  by  a pair  of  Black  Phoebes 
and  a House  Wren.  The  Phoebes  were  busily  feeding  their  young.  The  Wren 
had  picked  one  of  the  hollow  uprights  of  a railroad  wigwag  signal  as  a nesting 
site.  Eight  eggs  were  observed  in  the  nest.
